Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  your  District  during  1958. 

I regret  that  a series  of  circumstances  has  led  to  the  unusual 
delay  in  the  preparation  of  the  report,  but  hope  that  you  will 
none  the  less  find  it  of  great  interest. 

There  was  little  change  in  the  number  of  births, 
and  a slight  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths.  Over  a quarter  of 
the  deaths  took  place  in  Menston  Hospital,  and  I have  shown 
these  separately  from  those  occurring  in  the  District  generally. 
I referred  last  year  to  the  number  of  cases  of  lung  cancer,  but 
this  year  the  figure  is  even  higher,  and  was  responsible  for  one 
death  in  twenty  of  men  in  the  general  population.  It  will,  of 
course,  take  some  years  before  the  results  of  the  Council.* s 
activities  in  establishing  Smoke  Control  Areas  can  affect  the 
contribution  which  atmospheric  pollution  has  been  making  to  the 
incidence  of  this  condition,  but  their  far-sightedness  will 
undoubtedly  reduce  the  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  in  the 
future , 


The  scheme  for  the  protection  of  children  against 
poliomyelitis  was  extended  during  the  year  to  cover  young  people 
up  to  26,  and  certain  priority  groups.  We  can  only  hope  that 
this  will  be  just  the  forerunner  of  further  extensions  to  all 
members  of  the  community,  and  that  this  disease  can  be  made  as 
rare  as  diphtheria  has  become  as  a result  of  the  immunisation 
scheme  against  that  disease. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  other  officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  great  help  to  me  during  the  year,  and  especially 
Mr  Farrar, your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  has  been  of 
invaluable  assistance  to  me,  and  whose  report  on  the  environ- 
mental health  services  is  included  with  this  report.  Finally 
I would  like  to  thank  you  Mr  Chairman,  and  the  Members  of  tne 
Health  Committee  and  the  Council  for  your  interest  and  support 
during  the  year.

The  Urban  District  which  was  formed  in  1937  by  the 
combination  of  Rawdon,  Yeadon,  Guiseley  and  Hawksworth,  is  divided 
into  8 wards.  About  one-third  of  the  area  is  moorland,  especially 
in  -'the  Hawksworth  area,  while  Yeadon  and  most  of  Guiseley  is  indus- 
trial with  woollen  textiles  aa  the  main  manufacture.  Rawdon  and 
the  remainder  of  Guiseley  are  largely  residential.  Included  within 
the  District  is  the  large  Menston  Mental  Hospital. 

VITAL  STALL  STTCS 


Births 

351  live  births  (173  boys  and  178  girls)  were  assigned 
to  mothers  normally  resident  in  the  Urban  District  during  1958,  just 
one  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  was  equivalent  to  a live 
birth  rate  of  12.7  per  thousand  of  the  population.  Ten  of  these  births 
were  illegitimate.  When  the  birth  rate  is  adjusted  to  allow  for  the  age 
and  sex  composition  of  the  population  so  that  it  can  be  compared  with 
that  of  other  areas  it  rises  to  14.5,  but  this  is  well  below  the  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  which  was  16.4. 

In  addition  there  were  3 stillbirths  giving  a still- 
birth rate  of  8.5  per  thousand  total  births. 

5 infants  died  before  reaching  their  first  birthday, 

4 of  them  dying  within  the  first  month  of  their  life.  This  gives  an 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  14.2  per  thousand  live  births  which  compares 
very  favourably  with  the  national  figure  of  22.5. 

There  was  one  maternal  death  associated  with  pregnancy 
and  childbirth,  in  which  t he  mother  died  suddenly  a week  after  the  birth 
of  her  infant. 

Deaths 

There  were  406  deaths  of  persons  resident  in  the 
District  during  the  year,  202  were  males  and  204  females,  and  of  these 
52  males  and  62  females  died  in  Menston  Hospital  where  they  had  been  in- 
patients for  more  than  six  months.  The  crude  death  rate  was  14.7  per 
thousand  of  the  population,  but  after  adjustment  to  allow  for  the  deaths 
in  Menston  Hospital,  and  the  structure  of  the  population  the  comparative 
death  rate  is  11.5  which  is  just  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
(11.7).  Last  year  the  death  rates  were  15.6  and  12.1  respectively. 

Of  the  150  males  and  142  females  who  were  general 
residents  in  the  District,  the  deaths  of  about  two-thirds  of  the  males 
were  spread  evenly  over  the  thirty  year  period  from  55  - 84  years, 
while,  as  I noted  last  year,  almost  three-quarters  of  the  women  lived  to 
over  65  years.  This  does  lead  to  a preponderance  of  women  among  the 
aged  persons  in  the  District,  a fact  which  has  to  be  taken  into  account 
when  considering  the  provision  of  housing  and  other  services  for  the 
elderly.  In  both  sexes  heart  diseases  were  the  major  cause  of  death 
causing  6l  male  deaths  and  45  female.  Cancer  was  the  next  most  common 
cause  accounting  for  39  male  and  27  female  deaths.  14  of  the  men  died 
of  lung  cancer  and  7 of  the  women  of  breast  cancer.  Nine  people  died 
as  a result  of  accidents  in  and  around  their  homes.

Local  Authority  Health  Services 

The  services  under  Part  III  of  the  Rational  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  and  the  Mental  Deficiency  and  Mental  Treatment 
Acts  within  the  District  are  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council,  and  meet  the  local  requirements  adequately.  Details  of 
the  work  of  the  services  in  the  County  Health  Division  No»5  are 
given  as  an  appendix  to  the  report,  and  the  County  Ambulance  Service 
operates  from  the  Guiseley  Depot.

Mallinder,  Halifax. 

Hospital  Services 

General  hospital  services  are  available  together 
with  special  services  at  Leeds  General  Infirmary  and  the  General  Hospital, 
Otley o 

Geriatric  cases  are  admitted  through  the  General 
Hospital,  Otley,  to  Middleton  Hospital,  Ilkley,  or  directly  to  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital,  Bradford. 

Maternity  services  are  available  at  the  general 
practitioner  Maternity  unit  at  Four  Gables,  Clarence  Road,  Horsforth,  and 
for  special  or  complicated  cases  at  the  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital.  Flying 
squad  services  are  available  from  this  latter  hospital. 

Infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  treatment  are 
admitted  to  Leeds  Road  Hospital,  Bradford.  A few  cases  are  admitted  to 
Seacroft  Hospital,  Leeds.  Mental  cases  are  admitted  to  Menston  Hospital 
where  necessary. 
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National  Assistance  Act , 1 948  - Section  47 


No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  under  this 
section,  which  together  with  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment) 

Act,  1957?  provides  for  application  to  the  courts  for  the  removal 
of  persons  suffering  from  grave  chronic  illness,  or  "being  aged, 
infirm  or  physically  handicapped  and  living  in  insanitary  conditions, 
and  who  are  not  able  to  devote  to  themselves,  or  receiving  from 
other  persons  proper  care  and  attention,  to  a hospital  or  other 
suitable  accommodation. 


SECTION  III 


INFECTIOUS  r DISEASES. 


Thanks  to  the  fact  that  the  District  was  almost 
completely  free  of  measles  during  the  year  there  were  fewer  notifica- 
tions of  infectious  disease  than  ever  before.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  protection  of  children  against  diphtheria,  whoopung 
cough,  and  now  paralytic  poliomyelitis,has  played  no  small  part  in 
helping  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  infeotious  diseases,  while  the 
development  of  drugs  which  can  cut  short  attacks  of  scarlet  fever 
and  certain  other  conditions  in  this  group  has  lowered  the  risk  of 
spread  of  the  infectious  diseases  generally. 

Scarlet  fever 

16  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  but  all  were 
of  a very  mild  character.  In  a few  cases  some  evidence  of  contact 
was  found,  and  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  any  further  spread. 

Measles 

After  the  extensive  outbreak  of  1 957  which  gave  rise  to 
over  350  cases,  only  7 were  notified  in  1958.  These  were  scattered 
sporadic  cases  with  no  tra.ceable  source  of  infection. 

Whooping  cough 

5 cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  all  in  children 
under  school  age.  In  one  case,  an  infant  under  one  year,  the  child 
was  quite  severely  ill.  It  is  of  course  in  infancy  that  this  disease 
is  most  dangerous,  and  it  is  desirable  that  protection  with  inoculation 
should  be  given  as  early  as  possible. 

Poliomyelitis 

One  quite  severe  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  was 
confirmed  during  October  in  a child.  Despite  treatment  he  was  still 
seriously  affected  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Food  poisoning 

Two  quite  separate  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified. 
Although  the  source  of  infection  in  each  case  was  suspected,  it  was 
not  possible  to  determine  it  absolutely. 


Tuberculosis 

20  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year,  10  were  patients  in  Menston  Hospital.  In  addition  there  were  2 
cases  of  the  non-re spi rat ory  form  of  the  disease,  one  of  which  was  in  Menston 
Hospital.  1 respiratory  case  died  during  the  year.  There  is  a regular 

follow-up  of  all  notified  oases  to  check  contacts  and  ensure  their  freedom 
from  infection,  and  child  contacts  can  be  protected  witn  B.C.G-.  vaccination. 
Since  tuberculosis  frequently  affects  adolescents  and  young  adults,  a 
scheme  for  the  protection  of  school  leavers  with  B.C.G.  vaccine  has  been 
introduced  and  a report  on  this  appears  in  the  Appendix.

During  the  year  the  Refuse  Disposal  Plant  continued  to  work 
satisfactorily,  the  efficiency  of  this  plant  is  well  known  when  one 
considers  that  it  has  been  repeatedly  visited  by  representatives  of 
local  authorities,  and  naming  a few  who  have  visited  the  plant  are 
Manchester,  Halifax,  Accrington,  Rochdale,  Bradford,  Skelton  and 
Brotton,  Salford,  Brighouse,  Knutsford,  Winchester,  Preston  and 
Ghana.  During  the  year  there  was  a slight  set-back  in  industry 
which  resulted  in  a drop  of  prices  of  salvageable  material  and  while 
the  Council  sold  945  tons  of  material  against  972  tons  the  previous 
year,  a decrease  of  27  tons,  the  price  obtained  in  1958  was  £6,431 
against  the  previous  year  of  £7,791>  a decrease  of  £1,360.  I am 
glad  to  say  prices  obtainable  are  now  reaching  more  normal  levels.

The  first  Smoke  Control  Area  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  and 
much  work  was  entailed  with  regard  to  the  industrial  side  of  atmospheric 
pollution  in  the  district  and  visits  were  made  and  consultations  took 
place  with  the  various  factory  owners.

Unfortunately  the  Council  declared  no  Clearance  Areas  during  the 
present  year  and  the  Council  only  completed  10  houses  against  108  by 
private  enterprise  making  a total  of  118,  but  during  the  year  112  houses 
were  demolished  leaving  a nett  gain  of  6 houses  to  the  district. 


May  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  Members 
for  your  kind  co-operation  in  all  matters  relating  to  my  Department, 
whilst  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  my 
Staff  for  their  loyal  support  during  the  year.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AMD  MS/ A?  INSPECTION 


The  eleven  private  slaughterhouses  licensed  since  1954  continued  to 
be  used  throughout  the  year,  Tep  of  these  were  in  regular  weekly  use, 
one  of  them  being  used  in  conjunction  with  a hospital ' farm,  the  others  being 
used  by  retail  butchers  and  one  used  occasionally  for  the  slaughter  of 
sheep.  The  constructional  condition  of  the  private  slaughterhouses  continue 
to  be  the  same  and  there  was  no  general  improvement  during  the  year.  No 
further  progress  was  made  towards  centralising  the  slaughtering  facilities 
in  the  district  although  representations  were  made  to  the  Local  Butcher’ s 
Association  with  a view  to  clarifying  the  position. 

All  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  were  inspected  post-mortem 
and  as  in  previous  years  killing  continued  to  be  carried  out  at  week-ends, 
holidays  and  in  the  evenings  outside  the  usual  office  hours.  In  all  1,047 
visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  in  connection  with  meat  inspection  and 
a total  of  8,375  carcases  inspected.  A total  weight  of  7,078  lbs  of  meat 
was  found  on  inspection  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  this  was  disposed 
of  in  the  Council's  incinerator.  All  meat  was  surrendered  voluntarily  and 
in  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  apply  to  a Justice  of  the  Peace  for 
statutory  condemnation. 

The  quality  of  meat  produced  in  the  district  continued  to  be  of  a very 
high  standard  and  came  in  the  main  from  prime  young  stock.  The  percentage 
incidence  of  disease  in  the  various  types  of  food  animal  showed  a slight 
increase  over  the  period  of  the  previous  twelve  months  which  is  against 
the  trend  over  the  last  few  years.

A general  improvement  in  the  standard  to  food  hygiene  was  maintained, 
especially  witi  regard  to  the  protection  of  food  on  display.  Much 
of  this  has  been  done  voluntarily  by  food  shopkeepers  and  this  is  due 
to  public  demand  which  seems  to  be  becoming  more  hygiene  concious  where 
foodstuffs  are  concerned. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955,  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream  was  62. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955  for  the  manufacture  of  sausage,  pressed,  pickled,  or 
preserved  foods  was  43. 

All  foodstuffs  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  on  inspection 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  was  disposed  of  by  incineration  at  the 
Council’s  Refuse  Disposal  Plant.  In  all  8,240  lbs.  of  food  was  dealt 
with  in  this  manner  including  7,078  lbs.  of  meat.

WATER 

SUPPLY 

Aireborough  is  served  by  two  water  undertakings 5 the  Council's  own 
undertaking  supplies  the  Guiseley  area  with  water  from  boreholes  in  Nether- 
field  Road,  Moor  Top  and  Greenbottom.  The  leadon  Waterworks  Company  supplies 
the  remainder  of  the  district  from  a large  impounding  reservoir  at  Reva  with 
gathering  grounds  at  Hawksworth  Moor  and  in  addition  there  are  boreholes  at 
Yeadon  and  Carlton. 

The  houses  not  on  the  public  supply  are  provided  from  independent 
supplies  viz;  Hawksworth  Village  supply,  Rawdon  Estate,  and  on  the  Otley 
Chevin  there  are  individual  supplies  from  shallow  wells;  half  of  those 
supplied  by  the  Rawdon  Estate  were  connected  to  the  Yeadon  supply.  There 
are  approximately  only  30  houses  left  in  the  district  which  are  not  supplied 
by  either  the  Council  or  the  Yeadon  Waterworks  Company. 

During  the  year  51  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  chemical  analysis  (including  plumbo-solvency)  with  the 
following  results:

This  was  a great  improvement  to  this  area  and  eventually  the 
sewer  will  be  extended  to  include  most  of  the  premises  in  the  Hawksworth 
area.  The  Chevin  End  area  of  Guiseley  was  still  unsewered  at  the  end 
of  the  year.

During  the  year  24  inspections  were  made  to  factories  and  three  notices 
served  requiring  remedial  measures  to  be  taken,  these  referred  to  unsatis- 
factory conditions  of  sanitary  accommodation.  A further  19  inspections 
were  made  in  connection  with  Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire  and  9 new 
certificates  were  granted.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT.  1956 

'The  Council's  first  Smoke  Control  Order,  dealing  with  530  houses  on 
the  Shaw  Lane  Estate,  was  the  subject  of  a Public  Inquiry  in  May.  The 
Order  was  subsequently  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  in  September  and  is  due  to  come  into  operation  on  the  1st 
September,  1959.  This  Smoke  Control  Area  covers  170  acres  and  contains 
premises  which  are  Council  owned. 

The  Council's  second  Smoke  Control  Area  was  approved  in  principle  by 
the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  May  and  preliminary  work 
of  inspection  started.  This  area  covers  836  acres  extending  eastwards 
from  the  No.  1 area  and  follows  the  Council's  boundary  on  the  North-east 
side  to  Rawdon  village.  There  are  651  houses  and  other  premises  in  the 
area. 


HOUSING 


During  the  year  the  Council  completed  only  10  new  houses  whilst  108 
..were  built  privately...  No  new  Clearance  Areas  were  declared  but  111  houses 
in  confirmed  Clearance  Areas  were  demolished.  32  families  including  81 
persons  were  re-housed  from  Confirmed  Clearance  Areas.  11  unfit  houses 
were  closed  displacing  27  persons  and  one  house  not  in  a clearance  area  was 
demolished. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  all  the  families  in  the  ex-M.A.P.  bungalows  on 
the  Nunroyd  Estate  at  Guiseley  had  been  re-housed  and  the  bungalows  demolished 
and  a start  had  been  made  towards  re-housing  the  occupants  of  the  ex-M.A.P.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Apparatus  for  recording  atmospheric  pollution,  used  for  the  past  thirteen 
years,  was  again  in  operation.  , The  recording  instruments  in  pse  are:- 

(i)  For  volumetric  analysis  of  air  drawn  from  High  Street,  Yeadon, 
to  determine  the  concentration  of  both  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
in  given  quantities  of  air. 

(ii)  A' Lead  Peroxide  Candle,  situate  on  Yoadon  Moor,  and  on  which  the 
surface  of  the  candle  absorbs  sulphur  dioxide  at  a rate 
proportional  to  the  concentration  of  the  gas,  though  it  may  be 
affected  by  the  changes  in  weather  conditions. 

(iii)  A Standard  Deposit  Gauge,  also  placed  on  Yeadon  Moor,  for  the 

purpose  of  measuring  the  actual  weight  (in  tons  per  square  mile) 
of  various  soluble  and  insoluble  matters  present  in  the  atmosphere. 


The  various  results  for. 1958  are  tabulated  below  and  compared  with  the 
annual  figures  of  previous  years.  In  addition,  in  the  case  of  the  Lead 
Peroxide  Candle  results,  average  values  for  five  Summer  months  and  five  Winter 
months  had  been  calculated  and  the  ratio  determined;  in  the  case  of  the 
volumetric  analysis  and  deposit  gauge,  the  average  values  over  periods  of 
five  years  are  also  used  to  indicate  trends  in  pollution.

5.  Ante -Natal  Relaxation  Exercise  Clinics

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Dental  Treatment  of  Expectant  Mothers 

Facilities  are  available  for  expectant  and  Mursing 
mothers  to  receive  priority  dental  treatment  through  the  County 
Council’s  Scheme  either  at  the  County  Dental  Clinic,  Rachardshaw 
Lane,  Pudsey,  or  from  their  own  dentist.  The  services  of  a 
private  dental  practitioner  can,  however,  only  be  utilised  under 
the  scheme  when  it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  the  patient  to 
attend  a County  Dental  Clinic.  Under  the  scheme  all  treatment, 
including  the  provision  of  dentures,  is  entirely  free.  Dental 
treatment  for  nursing  mothers  under  the  County  Scheme  extends  up 
to  twelve  months  after  confinement.

at  the  request  of  a doctor  or  midwife.  Miss  Gibson  and  Miss 
Goodison,  relief  midwives,  have  attended  a special  course  of 
instruction  in  the  care  of  premature  babies  at  the  Sorrento 
Maternity  Home,  Birmingham,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
them  to  be  notified  of  all  premature  births  in  order  that  they 
can  advise  and  assist  the  domiciliary  midwives  as  to  their  care 

Provision  is  made  on  the  notification  of  birth 
card  for  the  birth  weight  of  the  infant  to  be  stated,  and  if 
it  is  5^-lbs . or  less,  the  infant  is  considered  to  be  premature 

There  were  110  premature  babies  born  alive  during 
the  year,  of  which  98  survived  over  28  days,  giving  a survival 
rate  of  89%  for  the  Division  as  compared  with  66  per  cent  in 

1957.

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HEALTH  VISITING 


Prior  to  1946  the  health  visitor  was  concerned 
mainly  with  the  welfare  of  mothers  and  young  children  under  five 
years,  and  although  this  still  continues  to  he  an  important  part 
of  her  work, she  is  now  also  concerned,  as  health  teacher  and 
family  adviser,  with  the  promotion  of  health  within  the  whole 
family.  This  extension  of  her  work  is  reflected  in  the  number 
of  other  visits  made  by  the  health  visitors. 

During  the  year  practical  work  was  arranged  in 
the  Division  for  health  visitor  students,  who  were  taking  the  course 
of  training  arranged  jointly  by  Local  Health  Authorities  and  the 
University  of  Leeds,  for  the  Health  Visitors'  Certificate.

HOME  NURSING 


The  work  undertaken  by  the  Horae  Nursing  Service 
continues  to  be  very  heavy.  The  Service  has,  however,  by 
enabling  more  patients  to  be  nursed  at  home  and  by  making 
possible  the  early  discharge  of  patients  from  hospitals,  ful- 
filled an  urgent  need  by  relieving  the  pressure  on  hospital 
accommodation . 

The  number  of  cases  attended  during  the  year  was  2,367. 

The  practice  whereby  extensive  use  is  made  of  the  home 
nurses  by  general  practitioners  for  the  giving  of  injections  is 
increasing,  and  17,824  visits  were  made  by  the  nurses  for  this 
purpose  only. 

Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  maintained  with 
general  practitioners  and  the  various  hospitals  in  relation  to 
this  service. 

Each  nurse  has  under  her  care  articles  of  equipment 
for  loan  to  patients  who  are  being  nursed  at  home.  Large 
articles  of  equipment,  such  as  wheel  chairs, etc.  are  stored  at 
the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office,  and  are  available  for  loan 
to  patients  as  required.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  County  Council  Mental  Health  Social  Worker 
undertakes  duties  in  connection  with  the  supervision  and 
training  of  mentally  defective  persons  in  the  Division,  who 
are  under  statutory  supervision,  guardianship  or  on  licence 
from  Institutions.  She  is  also  concerned  with  the  after-care 
of  persons  discharged  from  Mental  Hospitals  and  is  now  v/orking 
in  co-operation  with  the  Social  Therapists  at  Scalebor  Park 
Hospital  in  regard  to  the  after-care  of  patients  discharged  from 
that  hospital.  Mental  Health  care  and  after-care  cases  are 
sometimes  referred  by  general  medical  practitioners  and  by  the 
National  Assistance  Board.  Miss  Buck  was  Mental  Health  Social 
Worker  up  to  her  resignation  in  March.  Her  successor,  Miss  P.M. 
Conway,  worked  part-time  in  the  Division  from  April  to  June  when 
she  commenced  full-time  duty. 

The  local  Ministry  of  Labour  officials  and  Youth 
Employment  officers  have  been  helpful  with  regard  to  the  employ- 
ment problems  of  mentally  ill  or  defective  persons. 

The  interchange  of  information  between  Health 
Visitors  and  the  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  has  proved  to  be 
very  useful,  while  close  co-operation  with  the  Duly  Authorised 
Officers  has  been  of  mutual  advantage  in  cases  where  action 
under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  was  necessary. 

Mrs  Rooks,  Home  Teacher,  undertakes  the  training 
of  defectives  in  their  own  homes. 

The  Duly  Authorised  Officers  whose  duty  it  is  to 
take  initial  proceedings  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  persons 
of  unsound  mind  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  are 
Mr  J.  Rollisson,  and  Mr  R.  Aspinall,  Divisional  Welfare  Office, 
39,  Kirkgate,  Shipley. 


HORSFORTH  OCCUPATION  CENTRE,  1958 


It  is  now  possible  to  report  on  the  first  complete 
year  of  working  at  this  Occupation  Centre. 

Prom  its  small  beginnings  with  six  local  children 
in  attendance,  the  Centre  rapidly  increased  its  intake  so  that 
it  re-opened  in  January,  1958,  with  twenty-six  pupils  on  the 
register  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  thirty-three  on 
the  roll. 


Attendance  has  on  the  whole  been  good  with  absentees 
averaging  five  throughout  the  year. 

With  a.  capable  staff  prepared  to  work  beyond  the 
normal  demands  of  their  job  and  a thriving  Parent -Teacher 
Association,  the  Horsforth  Centre  has  achieved  encouraging 
results  in  individual  cases  and  its  corporate  activities  have 
produced  a greatly  improved  pattern  of  life  for  these  handicapped 
children. 


Parents  and  others  interested  in  the  work  of  the 
Centre  have  been  much  impressed  with  the  activities  which  they 
have  seen  when  visiting  there. 
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The  need  for  this  type  of  provision  is  confirmed 
on  the  one  hand  by  the  eagerness  with  which  many  of  the  pupils 
embrace  the  new  life  it  offers,  and  on  the  other  by  the  notice- 
able development  in  personality  and  achievement  of  the  difficult 
cases.  (Success  in  the  latter  is  often  difficult  to  attain, 
but  this  underlines  the  importance  of  our  purpose). 

Those  who  have  visited  the  Centre  during  the  year 
included  some  who  are  in  no  way  connected  with  it,  but  the 
impressions  they  carried  away  and  retold  elsewhere  have  borne 
fruit  in  a widening  public  interest  in  the  work,  and  have  also 
resulted  in  the  donation  of  useful  gifts,  such  as  a rocking  horse, 
a budgerigar  and  a mechanical  fretsaw. 

The  Parent -Teacher  Association  has  helped  in  many 
ways  and  their  donations  include  a slide,  a knitting  machine  and 
voluntary  work  in  the  garden. 

The  staff  organised  a fund  supported  entirely  by 
their  own  efforts  for  the  purchase  of  a tape  recorder  for  speech 
training  and  this  objective  was  well  within  sight  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 


Whenever  the  opportunity  arises,  members  of  nursing 
staff  in  the  Division  who  have  not  seen  an  occupation  centre  at 
work  are  encouraged  to  visit  the  Centre. 

We  are  particularly  fortunate  in  our  transport 
arrangements  which,  in  addition  to  working  smoothly  and  efficiently, 
are  conducted  with  a sense  of  practical  sympathy  and  understanding 
for  the  special  needs  of  our  pupils.  The  contractor  purchased 

an  additional  small  omnibus  during  the  year  and  this  enabled  the 
few  local  pupils  who  were  still  attending  Branshaw  View,  Keighley, 
to  be  transferred  to  Horsforth.

The  scheme...  for-  the  protection  of  children  against  paralytic 
poliomyelitis  was  extended  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  to  include 
those  under  26  years  of  age  and  certain  priority  groups.  In  addition 
the  degree  of  protection  for  those  already  vaccinated  was  extended  by 
the  use  of  a third  injection.

TUBERCULOSIS 


There  has  been  close  co-operation  between 
the  Chest  Physicians  and  the  Health  Department.  Under  the 
agreement  reached  between  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  the  County  Council  the  Chest  Physicians  employed  full-time 
by  the  Board  undertake  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  certain 
specified  duties  in  relation  to  the  care,  after-care  and 
prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

During  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year  Miss 
M.W.  Pease,  Tuberculosis  Visitor,  devoted  her  whole  time  to  the 
visiting  of  tuberculous  patients  in  the  Division.  She  also 
attended  the  chest  clinics  serving  the  Division  and  thereby 
provided  a valuable  link  between  the  clinics  and  the  care  and 
after-care  service  of  the  Local  Health  Authority.  She  left 
the  service  of  the  Division  in  October  to  undertake  wider  training, 
but  is  expected  to  return  when  this  is  completed. 

Seventy-three  tuberculous  patients  were  receiving 
free  extra  nourishment  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

B.C.G,  Vaccination  - Contacts 

Seventy-three  contacts  of  known  cases  of 
tuberculosis  in  the  Division  were  vaccinated  by  the  Chest  Physicians 
on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  during  the  year. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  - 13  year-old  school  children 

B.C.G.  vaccination  continues  to  be  available 
to  the  13  year  old  school  chilfren  so  that  these  may  be  given 
opportunity  of  immunisation  against  tuberculosis  before  they 
leave  school  and  come  into  contact  with  the  mass  of  the  general 
public  when  risk  of  infection  is  greater.

EMPLOYMENT  OP  CHILDREN 

The  County  Council’s  Syolaws  require  that  whore  a 
child  of  compulsory  school  age  n employed  there  shalJ.  within 
fourteen  days  from  the  date  when  Lhe  employment  began  bo 
produced  to  and  endorsed  by  the  employer  a.  certificate  from 
the  School  Medical  Officer  that  such  employment  will  not  be 
prejudicial  to  his  health  or  physical  development  and  will  not 
render  him  unfit  to  obtain  proper  benefit  from  his  education. 
136  children  were  medically  examined  for  this  purpose  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  138  in  1957. 

31  children  were  also  examined  as  to  their  fitness 
to  tahe  part  in  entertainments  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1933.
